Since 1971, the Close Up Program in Washington, DC has inspired over 825,000 participants from across the 

country and abroad to find their voices in US democracy.  This programs assists young people with developing  

the skills to become informed and empowered citizens.

The Conexiones Migrant Education Program, housed 
at Arizona State University, develops supplemental 
instructional materials specifically for the migrant  
students of Arizona grades 4-12. The Glendale  
Migrant Education Program used one of the  
Conexiones curricula designed for middle school  
students for their summer school program. 
 
In Virtual Vacation Global 3, students took on the role 
of junior archaeologists, learning the scientific process 
while researching either the ancient civilization of  
Meso-America or Egypt.  They built scale models of 
Mayan pyramids to learn how to calculate area,  
perimeter and volume.  
 
Other activities the Glendale students completed were 
learning why ancient civilizations lived near bodies of 
water by mapping ancient cities, and creating a final 
research presentation exploring housing,  
transportation, or farming in ancient civilizations.

professional development opportunities that could be useful to you: 
 

7/7/16-7/8/16  Event Description: 2016 Teachers' Institute Conference "Taking Charge of Change"   The Teachers' Institute 
Conference continues the theme of "Taking Charge of Change" with a special focus on teachers, instructional coaches, 
and interventionists. This year, the Teachers' Institute will be highly aligned to Leading Change to promote common  
vocabulary, shared understanding, and a clear focus. 
 
7/18/16-7/19/16 Event Description: STEM Boot Camp for Teachers Grades 3-8.  STEM (science, technology, engineering, 
mathematics) should not be viewed as curriculum, but rather a way of organizing, integrating, and delivering instruction 
through an intentional interdisciplinary mindset. There is an increasing need to better understand STEM and provide for 
more rigorous, relevant and engaging interdisciplinary STEM teaching and learning opportunities. This 2-day “boot camp” 
will energize and motivate teachers by building background, providing tools and resources with support to successfully 
implement integrated STEM connections. 
 
7/25/16 Event Description: Helping Struggling Readers Navigate Complex Informational Text.  The English Language Arts 
Standards ask that students read increasingly complex text, but how do teachers support students who struggle with 
reading skills? This session will provide strategies and research for teachers who have students that struggle with reading 
informational text in grades 4-12 
 
8/18/16  Event Description: Grammar Wall.  This session is designed for K-12 Structured English Immersion (SEI) teachers 
who are new to the Grammar Wall.  The English Language Proficiency Standards will be used to guide the organization of 
the Grammar Wall, including subcategories and appropriate scaffolding for multiple stages and proficiency levels.   
Additionally, we will incorporate basic syntax rules and interrogatives to enrich grammar instruction with the Grammar 
Wall.  
 
8/19/16  Event Description:  McKinney-Vento 101: The Basics.  This 2-hour session is an orientation to the McKinney-
Vento Homeless Education Program as amended by the Every Student Succeeds Act of 2015. 
 
8/26/16 Event Description: Creative Use of Nonfiction in the ELA Classroom.  This full day PD will explore the ways that 
creative nonfiction can used as a powerful tool for ELA teachers who want to increase student interest and engagement 
with text and expand their students’ view of reading and writing as life skills rather than “school” skills.
